Suiyuan is one of three special

_ Shang Chen’s headquarters are 
at Kalgan, close to the ‘outer 
* Great Wall and the fighting has 
been near Kalgan, 
New Alliances, — 

It is not known at present whe- 
ther General Yen 4Hsi-shan ia 
espousing ‘the cause of Shang 
Chen. Yen Hai-shay is at Tai- 
yuan, a few hundred miles further 
south, but it appears as if the 
Fengtien leaders are to make the 
attack by Shang Chen on Yu 
Chen as the reason for. going to 
war. 

Speculation is rife as to whe- 
ther there will be any new al- 
liances as the outcome of this 
border incident.

Director Reyes, in urging the lift- 
Ing of the ban, said: 


“If things drag along aa they do 
now and no remedy is found to bet- 
ter the situation, it. will prove the 
undoing of all that hag been accom- 
plished so far in the- rice industry, 
Already many rice planters are 
showing. signs of restlesaness and 
are contemplating-to shift their in- 
vestment to something more lucra- 
tive than the rice industry.
